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DETAILED ACTION 
Reissue Applications 

1. The reissue oath/declaration filed with this application is defective because it fails to 
contain a statement that all errors which are being corrected in the reissue appUcation up to the 
time of filing of the oath/declaration arose without any deceptive intention on the part of the 
applicant. See 37 CFR 1.175 and MPEP § 1414. 

2. Claims 1-30 are rejected as being based upon a defective reissue declaration under 35 
U.S.C. 251 as set forth above. See 37 CFR 1.175. 

The nature of the defect(s) in the declaration is set forth in the discussion above in this 
Office action. 

3. This reissue application was filed without the required offer to surrender the original 
patent or, if the original is lost or inaccessible, an affidavit or declaration to that effect. The 
original patent, or an affidavit or declaration as to loss or inaccessibility of the original patent, 
must be received before this reissue application can be allowed. See 37 CFR 1.178.

Intetference 

The request that an interference be declared is denied. The necessary conditions for 
interference have not been met.

4. Claims 19 and 26-27 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
incomplete for omitting essential elements, such omission amounting to a gap between the 
elements. See MPEP § 2172.01. The omitted elements are: Functionally, claim 19 requires a 
second foot supporting linkage assembly. 

Claim 26 needs to recite a second foot support. 

5. Claims 10-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

Claims 10 and 13 should recite "a generally elliptical path". 

6. Claims 26-27 are rejected under 35 U.S.C, 1 12, first paragraph, as containing subject 
matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the 
invention. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 
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Claims 10-23 recite an elliptical path of motion. The Disclosure does not describe this type 
of motion. 

Claim 26 recites that the foot support is "movable through multiple paths of motion". The 
Disclosure is silent regarding how this type of motion is achieved. ^ 

Allowable Subject Matter 

7. Claims 1-30 avoid the prior art of record.
